Action Needed Now 


RESIDENT Roosevelt’s program for demobilization 

and military personnel, with emphasis pri-

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Second Pleasure Driving Ban 


East Draws 


The second 
ban non-essential driving, like 
the first, has proved highly effec- 
tive eliminating the unneces- 
sary travel that had not already 
vanished under gasoline rationing, 
the Public Roads Administration 
said last week announcing 
special summary traffic records 
the East. 


The most conspicuous effect 


the non-essential driving ban ef- 
fective May that Sunday traf- 
fic has declined well below that 
the average weekday, whereas be- 
fore the ban was considerably 
higher, the Roads Administration 
said. The first ban, enforced from 
Jan. March produced the 
same result. 

The PRA summary 
under the ban shows these results 
the Memorial Day holiday 
1943: percent less traffic was 
recorded points rural 
roads northeastern states, 
compared with Memorial Day, 1941. 
Traffic during the 1942 holiday was 
percent under that 1941.

sponse the non-essential driving 
ban during the last days 
May, compared with the first 
days the month when non-es- 
sential driving was not prohibited: 
percent decline Sundays 
105 automatic traffic-recorder sta- 
tions rural roads north- 
eastern states, percent Sat- 
urdays, and eight percent week- 
ays. 

Fifty-one percent decline Sun- 
days toll facilities the 
Northeast, percent Satur- 
days, and percent weekdays; 
percent decline Sundays 
Summer Tunnel Boston, six per- 
cent Saturdays, and five per- 
cent weekdays. 

Fifty-nine percent decline 
Sundays traffic facilities 
the Northeast, percent Sat- 
urdays, and percent week- 
days. 

The fact that traffic normally in- 
creases during the last part 
May accentuates 
under the non-essential driving 
ban, PRA emphasized.

WASHINGTON. Liquid assets 
—savings and bank deposits—of

estimates the Department 
Commerce, based data gathered 
the Treasury department, the 
Federal Reserve Board and the 
and Exchange Commis- 
sion. 


Should the war continue two 
years longer, this huge reservoir 
accumulated funds certain 
grow further tens billions.

Although most attention thus far 
has been given proposed projects 
themselves rather than where the 
money coming from, there al- 
ready have been indications 
what may expected. Connec- 
ticut’s Highway Commissioner Wil- 
liam Cox not long ago warned 
that highway system 
was “approaching insolvency” and 
declared that the state was con- 
fronted with the alternative future 
Prospects borrowing money, 
levying stiffer rates motor ve- 
hicle taxation, doing without 
needed expansion the highway 
system.

Many states are attempting 
build surpluses for postwar 
highway and other public works 
projects, but general the size 
these funds will meager com- 
parison with known needs.

Also hard 
hit will the Eastern states, 
where more stringent gasoline ra- 
tioning has disproportionately re- 
duced highway revenue. From

Many jobs have been repaired 
this method without the engine 
owner knowing it, since dif- 
ficult determine the technique 
employed once the work has been 
completed. 


With emphasis 
cylinder blocks, heads, in- 
stead replacing them, felt 
that many vehicles with dam- 
aged engines can returned 
useful work more welding op- 
erators know about this method 
repair. 

The committee has been 
find any practical way de- 
fining the limitation the pro- 
cess repairing cracks engines. 
New applications are being at- 
tempted almost daily, and the re- 
sults have been found uniformly 
successful especially they apply 
cracks running from valve seat 
cylinder wall, crankcase run- 
ning full lenth and through main 
bearing support, holes 
rod failure, freeze cracks, 
behind valve guides, 
cylinder head rocker-arm bolt 
holes and water pump bodies.
